The 
purpose in offering them is to en­ 
courag e the remaking of Sey mour in­ 
to the City Beautiful. 
Mr. Griffitts 
states that his idea is to encourag e 
the planting of flowers and shrubs in 
as many y ar<ls as possible and to 
make Sey mour a veritable g arden of 
flowers this y ear. 
The conditions of the contest are 
that the y ards entered must not be 
over fifty feet wide. 
They may be

No one will know 
the date of the inspection except the 
committee, so that y ards should be 
kept in g ood condition during the en­ 
tire summer. 
In making the awards for the most 
beautiful y ard, the committee will 
consider the arrang ement and condi­ 
tion of the flowers, shrubbery , walks 
and lawn, also the g eneral harmony 
of the premises from an artistic 
standpoint. 
This does not mean that 
the y ard having the larg est number 
of flowers and shrubs will necessarily 
receive tlie prize. 
It is possible to 
overdo the planting of flowers as well 
as to fall short in quantity . 
The idea 
will be to consider the premises from 
an aesthetical standpoint. 
Persons who intend to enter the 
contest should 
begin preparing their 
y ards now, at the opening of the 
spring season, keeping in mind the 
appearance they will present during 
the inspection between July 15th and 
Sept. 15th. 
Those who are entering 
the contest may leave their names at 
the Republican office at any time be­ 
tween this and July 1st, when the en­ 
tries will be closed.
